Have two (2) tested minimum ther- 
mometers to each 10 acres, place one 
in the coldest spot and the other 
about the center of the grove. Read 
these thermometers each morning 
for a few weeks before firing—get ac- 
quainted with the conditions in your 
grove, It is interesting to have 
an extra thermometer outside your 
lighted area, if it is possible to 
place it where it is not affected 
by the heat from other lighted orch- 
ards. This will let you know how 
many degrees you are raising the 
temperature in your grove.
